Benito  Mussolini,  the  man  who  marched  on 
Rome  twenty-one  years  ago  to  set  up  a Fascist 
•empire”  after  the  model  of  a C'eaaar,  fell  yes- 
terday. as  the  first  of  the  dictators  responsible 
for  this  global  conflict  Fate  In  its  Inscrutable 
workings  stepped  up  behind  him,  upped  him  on 
the  shoulder  and  beckoned.  "One.''  counted 
the  world.  Meanwhile  at  Orel  and  Hamburg,  fate 
was  already  knocking  at  the  door  for  another 
dictator,  he  who  had  had  ten  years  as  a despot 
but  whose  lime  had  not  yet  come.  Far  off  to  the 
Eaxt.  at  New  Guinea  and  New  Georgia,  there 
were  other  rumblings,  like  footsteps  along  the 
corridor  of  Time.  Of  three  men  who  had  and 
used  the  power  to  plunge  a world  into  misery, 
the  first  had  fallen 

From  Rome  Itself  came  the  first  news  to  the 
world  Premier  Mussolini.  It  said,  had  been 
"dismissed '*  Marshal  Pietro  Budogllo.  upon 
whom  Mussolini  had  turned  early  In  his  career, 
was  named  Premier  In  hka  stead  King  Victor 
Emmanuel  would  assume  hi'  mantle  as  com- 
mander-in-chief of  all  IUlian  armed  forces  The 
precise  "Fascist  year  was  forgotten,  in  a proc- 
lamation that  appealed  to  all  Italians  to  remain 
calm,  but  also  to  fight  on.  London.  OtUwa. 
Washington  Moarow,  Chungking,  every  capital 
in  the  world  picked  up  the  story  Berlin  reluc- 
unlly  conceded  It  five  hours  later.  The  Axis 
rocked  Its  Utile  t.'casar  had  fallen,  had  tn  fact 
been  "dismissed. " 'One'”  said  the  free  world, 
with  satisfaction 

It  appeared  almost  immaterial  what  led  to  the 
breach  at  Rome.  Some  guessed  tt  was  the  re- 
fusal of  Oermany  to  send  auppor'  to  her  south- 
ern partner  Others  believed  that  the  Italian 
people  hod  read,  with  the  help  of  Mr  Churchill 
and  President  Roo&evAt,  the  writing  on  the  wall 
for  Fascism,  for  the  Axis,  for  aggressors  every- 
where Certain  it  was  that  in  the  midst  of  In- 
vasion. the  Fascist  regime  had  cracked,  spill  wide 
open  from  truck  to  keel.  With  Sicily  now  hang- 
ing by  a thread.  German  help  withdrawn  and 
Oermany  herself  beset  on  every  fide,  how  much 
longer  Italians  could  ' fight  on"  seemed  prob- 
lematical. Orel  and  Hamburg,  like  thunder 
claps,  punctuated  the  blow  from  East  and  Weak 
Europe  s fortress  was  sagging  visibly  In  the  south 
'Marc  Nostrum"  already  was  in  other  hands 

Thus  history  ground  slowly,  but  very  surely, 
over  its  accustomed  course  Dictators  rise,  have 
their  Utile  day.  and  fall.  They  stand  for  a 
momeht  in  the  sunlight  with  the  applause  of  the 
multitude  In  Lhe|l  ears  They  are  great"  for  a 
little  while,  and  then  forgotten.  Few  men  yes- 
terday paused  to  ask  where  Benito  Mussolini  was, 
or  what  had  become  of  him  Fewer  still  remem- 
bered his  boast  that  Rome  would  be  mistress  of 
the  world.  What  was  patent  and  clear  was  that 
of  three  dictators  who  had  cast  their  hand  against 
human  freedom,  one  had  been  counted  out;  an- 
other could  hear  the  summons  rapping  sharply 
at  the  door,  and  for  the  third  there  was  the  pre- 
cautionary rumblings  of  events  distant,  but 
growing  nearer.  "One."  said  the  world 


Of  the  three  remaining  German  air  fleets,  two 
of  them — the  Second  in  the  Mediterranean,  and 
the  Third  In  the  West  — are  now  engaged  in 
heavy  action.  The  Fifth,  in  Norway,  is  split 
between  three  express  tasks:  Finland,  Norway 
and  the  Arctic  sea  route  to  Murmansk  If  the 
Flieger  corps  has  known  much  rest  in  the  last 
three  months  that,  too.  would  be  a miracle. 
Germany's  problem  is  to  hold  a front  several 
thousand  miles  long,  with  a force  that  was 
trained  to  co-operate  mainly  with  moving  armies 
In  the  field  Yet  armies,  navies  and  multiple  air 
forces  are  driving  against  her  from  all  sides— 
and  it  is  still  three  years  from  the  plotting  table 
to  the  airplane  in  the  sky.  No  wonder  Italy  was 
abandoned,  and  Field  Marshal  Oeneral  Albert 
Reselling  goes  without  sleep  these  nights.

isation from  the  ground  up  Oermany'*  front  line 
air  strength  at  the  moment  Is  placed  at  less  than 
5,000  machines  of  types  that  can  be  used  in 
modern  air  battle  It  is  a more  difficult  ques- 
tion to  estimate  accurately  the  Luftwaffe's  re- 
ar rves. 

One  has  lo  go  back  a numbW  of  years  to  under- 
stand what,  is  happening  tn  t.he  air  over  Europe 
today  The  British  Empire,  now  with  the  most 
powerful  air  force  existent  on  the  battle  lines, 
entered  this  war  with  hardly  more  than  a skeleton 
force  in  the  air  lu  expansion  has  been  one  of 
the  miracles  of  the  conflict  Between  1927  and 
1937,  however,  Oreat  Britain  was  experimenting 
with  speed,  range  and  altitude,  and  when  war 
rame.  she  had  s few  basic  types  of  machines 
which  stood  her  In  good  stead.  One  was  the 
Hawker  Hurricane  and  another  the  Supermanne 
Spitfire,  both  of  them  strong  In  the  plarp  where 
ihe  Luftwaffe  was  weakest  There  were  also  some 
serviceable  middle-range  bombers,  and  a few 
long-range  patrol  machines  Few  as  they  then 
were,  these  machines  were  part  of  a strategic 
air  forre  of  sorpe  flexibility,  and  manned  by  a 
personnel  that  had  been  rehearsed  In  bomber, 
fighter,  reconnaissance  and  other  duties,  not 
excluding  Instruction  Itself. 

Oermany,  for  long  building  In  secrets  had 
filled  to  a different  plan  The  old  Teutonic  love 
of  massed  forces  and  massed  guns,  and  an  army 
that  dominated  Its  general  staff,  both  dtetated 
the  composition  of  a Luftwaffe  which  was. 
primarily  at  least,  a vast  army -co-operation 
striking  force  So  long  os  the  German  armb- 
and Its  Luftwaffe  could  function  together,  this 
combination  was  a winning  one  The  moment 
that  the  army  had  to  be  left  behind  the  Luft- 
waffe loet  its  right  hand  The  Battle  of  Britain 
is  the  clearast  Instance  of  what  happened  then. 
Brttish  fighters  cut  Qerman  bombers  down  out 
of  the  sky.  and  there  was  no  Wehrmacht  to  pick 
up  the  pieces  on  the  ground.  Yet  tn  Poland,  the 
Lowlands,  France  and  Greece  the  Luftflotten 
plan  had  worked  well  for  the  enemy.
